ANEW APRICAN EXPEDITION. 


Soa. ERT 

Africa is irrepressible. . We hear geographers 
declaring they aro tired of the stereotyped story 
of the African explorer, and the mere myntion 
of the name of that continent fills some of them 
with despair, if not rage. And yot the noxt 
expedition of the Royal Geographical Society 
is to be to the same continent from which Mr. 


Joseph Thomson - has’ so recently returned.

time, however, the region to. be explored 
is ove of more than usual interest, and the 
method of prosedare will bo’ considorably 
different from that which has been hitherto 
usually followed. Wo have had many lines 
yu through Africa in all directions, and what 
iy now needed ig the hisurely study of tho con- 
tinent in detail,. This is what willbe done by 
the oxpodition which will loave England in 
August, ‘fitted out ot tho exponse of tho 
Reyal Geographical Sooiety and commanded by 
Mr. J.T. Last, who, asa lay agent of the Chure! 
Missionary Socioty, has done admirable work in 
the Zanzibér interior, Mr. Last, after making 
up his caravan at Zanzibar, witl procoed south to 
Lindi, to the north of the mouth of the Rovuma 
river. Thence Mr. Last will procesd to tho con- 
fluence of the Rovuma and Lugende rivers and 
fix the longitude of the junetion, an_important 
geographical point not yet sol He will then 
goon ing generally sonth-westorly direction, and, 
before reaching the north end of Lake Sherwa, 
turn southwards and make fortha Namalli Hills, 
which, with other new features in this region: 
were discovered by Cousul ONeill in the ond of 
1888. Here Mr. Laat will establish himself and 
mako a detailed study of the whole rogion in all 
its aspects. He will make a complete eurvey of 
tho surrounding country, its topography, its 
people, its botany. economic products, climate, 
and langyages. en this is completed Mr.
